Machine for Cutting Wood into 
Chips. 


An illustration is given of a new ma- 
chine for rasping or shaving wooden blocks 
to make paper pulp, the design being to af- 
ford means for producing chips of very 
regular form and size, and, secondly, to 
construct the shaving drum in such a man- 
ner as to facilitate the replacement and ad- 
justment of the knives. 

Figure 1 is a front elevation of the shav- 











ing drum, one-half of which is a section to | 


the line x y of Fig. 2, which is a side view 
of the drum, and Fig. 3 a detailed view in 
perspective of a knife and a compartment 
for its reception. 

The cutter head or drum is provided with 
acertain number of diagonal slots on its 


periphery, and each slot receives one knife | 


or cutter, which occupies a corresponding 
position, all of the knives being at a uniform 
angle throughout theirlengths. The periph- 
ery of the drum is provided with suitable 
solid rings or collars for supporting the 
knives and increasing the stability of the 
drum, or it is composed of a number of cor- 
respondingly formed staves or compart- 
ments, /, Fig. 3, for the reception of the 
knives. These helicoidal staves are pro- 
vided. with flanges, ¢ and ¢, by means of 
which they are bolted to two polygonal disks 
or bottoms, A and B, the sides, a a’ a* a* and 
4 6 B® #, of which correspond with the num- 
ber of staves, 7, and knives, 4. The knives 
are attached to the staves f by means of the 
cover plates g and bolts i, and are provided 
with slits, 4’, which allow the knives to 
be withdrawn without removing the cover 
plates and to be adjusted in such a position 
that the knife edges form the surface of a

cylinder concentrically to the axis of rotation | 


ofthe drum. The direction of the helicoidal 
knife edges is throughout the same, and the 
staves /, although fitting close together on 
one side, form such open canals that the 
chips of wood are compelled to leave the 
shaving drum always on the same side at A. 

To prevent the chips from falling into the 
inner space of the drum, the staves fon their 
back, /, and the cover plates g are provided 


with corresponding notches, 4, for the recep- | 


tion of narrow plates, m, which serve to fill 
out the remaining space between two adja- 
cent staves carrying the knives. 
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Paper-Millwright Practice—IX.

“A good piper never leaves any red 
lead in sight upon his work” is an adage of 
the piper’s trade. To be sure the piper uses 
plenty of red lead and wastes lots of it, but 
none ever shows, except ia the bill, but 
there it is worth its weight in gold. Red 
lead should be carefully wiped off immedi- 
ately after the pipe is screwed home into its 
fitting. When the helper lays down his 
pipe tongs he must pick up a piece of cotton 
waste and polish the pipe until not the least 
trace of lead shows itself. Nothing looks 
more slovenly than blotches of greasy red 
upon I or 2 feet of pipe next the fittings. 
There is no need of getting lead there in 
the first place, and only a sloven would per- 
mit either lead or grease to remain after he 
had quit the job. Shoddy waste is no good 
for a piping job. The best of waste, “ cop 
waste,” is preferable, and, as it costs some- 
thing, should be economically used. Select 
a piece of waste, having first cleaned off the 
bulk of the lead with a piece of waste al- 
ready too much dirtied for the final cleaning 
act, and with an end of the waste in each 
hand saw it back and forth until every par- 
ticle of red lead is removed from the threads 
of the pipe and the corner next to the fitting. 

Some pipers avoid much of the cleaning 
by putting the lead into the fitting, instead 
of on the pipe thread. This keeps every- 





thing clean, but the joint is not certain to be 
perfect. 

Steam pipe is supposed to be about one- 
sixteenth smaller at the end of the thread 
than it is when the thread becomes full and 
fills the fitting. When red lead is put in the 
fitting, some of it is carried in by the first 
threads of the pipe. Each succeeding thread 
carries in a little more lead, and the last 
threads, where the lead is needed most, are as 
bare of lead as can be. A leaky joint is the 
frequent result of such piping, and frequently 
lead is carried over by the steam to some 
place where its presence is a nuisance. Put 
the lead on the pipe thread, put on enough, 
but don’t daub everything in the neighLor- 
hood. Wipe off every speck of lead left out- 
side of the fittings, and a neat looking job 
will be the result. 

A few years ago people thought that both 
arc and incandescent lights could not be run 
in the same circuit and driven by one 
dynamo. Such a belief 
was not strange. Buta 
few years ago thg elec- 
tric light itself was un- 
known, except in labor- 
atories and the lecture 
room, To-day arc and 
incandescent lamps 
hang side by side, and 
they can be driven by 
almost any dynamo 
which is capable of giv- 
ing s“fficient current for™ 
the purpose. As before 
stated, both kinds of 
lamps can be used to- 
gether, but they are a 
nuisance. Arc lamps 
are put into the circuit 
one after the other, like 
knots in a string, both 
ends of which are tied 
to the dynamo. Incan- 
descent lamps are put 
between the dynamo 
wires like the rounds of 
aladder. The arc lamps having, say, a re- 
sistance of 3 ohms each and requiring 15 am- 
peres of current, determine the amount of 
electricity necessary, and if ten arc lamps 
are to be used they will have a resistance of 
10x3==30 ohms. The dynamo will prob- 
ably have aresistance of 5 ohms, the wire re- 
quired for the circuit, 1% ohms, making 3634 
ohms resistance for the entire plant. Now 


comes again Ohms’ law, that C = 


R. 

Clearing of fractions, it is found that 
C RE or the electro motive force (volts) 
multiplied by the resistance (ohms) equals 
the current required (amperes). 

In this example it is 36% R x 15 C —550E. 
A 550 volt dynamo is required, each lamp 
needing a pressure of 55 volts to force 
through it 18 amperes of current. The 
power required to run these lamps is meas- 
ured in watts; C E—1 watt and 746 watts 
require 1 horse power. For the ten lamps 
I5 amperes are consumed under a pressure 


| of 550 volts, making 550x 15 = 8,250 watts, 


or a little over 11% horse power. For large 
plants of twenty-five lamps and over the 
usual allowance is 1 horse power per lamp, 
but as we have seen small plants are not so 
economical as the larger, 

A 15 ampere current should give 3,000 
candle power to each ten lamps, making 
30,000 candle power in all. With incandes- 
céat lamps run at 100 volts, consuming 11% 
horse power, 82.5 amperes would be de- 
rived, and allowing .75 ampere to each 16 
candle power incandescent lamp, 110 lamps | 
could be maintained with that power, giving | 
110 ¥ 16 = 1,760 candle power, or only little 
more than half as much light for the same 


power. That is one thing in favor of the | 
arc light..

more than half of it is wasted, making the 
are best for large spaces like washer, heater 
and bleach rooms, while the incandescent 
lights are best around the machine, in stuff 
chests and drainers.

If the machine 
room is to be lighted with glow lamps, a 
pair of branch wires must be run there 
from the are current, precisely as if there 
was to be a single arc lamp erected. As the 
glow lamps require only three-fourths of an 
ampere each, twenty of them will be neces- 
sary toconsume the 15 amperes, and they 
must be put between the branch wires like 
steps in a ladder. With this rig all goes 
well until one or more of the lamps are 
To 


provide for this, coils of wire, or pieces 
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Woop CHIPPING MACHINE. 
of carbon, forming resistance equal to 
the lamps put out, must be antomati- 
cally inserted in place of each lamp extin- 
guished. 

The group of incandescent lamps is re- 
quired to consume only one-tenth the entire 
pressure—s50 volts, the same current going 
to each lamp which is connected in series, 
or one into the other, and the incandescent 
lamps in the branch are only supplied each 
with one-twentieth the number of amperes, 
while the 55 volts goto each lamp. Queer, 
isn't it? In one case voltage is divided up, 
in the other the amperes take the separa- 
tion. Upon the above fact all instruments 
for measuring electricity are constructed. 
To measure amperes, the current is sent 
past a compass needle through a single 
copper conductor of large section. To 
measure the voltage, current may be sent a 
hundred times past the needle through as 
many coils of very fine wire. 

One hundred amperes sent through the 
ampere conductor will deflect the compass 
needle to a certain extent. If one ampere 
be sent 100 times past the same needle by 
the volt coil, the deflection will be the same ; 
but to send the 100 amperes through the big 
conductor requires but 1 volt pressure; 
whereas to send the single ampere 100 
times past the needle through the fine coil 
will require t00 volts pressure; hence 
the possibility of measuring the two qual- 
ities of electricity by instruments nearly 
alike.

As before stated, both arc and incandes-' 1o feet deep, held only by the puddled banks, 
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which slowly wore away inch by inch. 
scraggy pasture oak grew beside the canal. 
It was cut so as to fall into the water, and 
by means of oxen hauled into the current, 
which quickly sucked the tree across and 
into the breach. A stick of timber rein- 
forced the tree, then 1,000 feet of lumber 
was carefully thrown into the current and 
made to lie in the best possible condition 
across the tree and timber. A number of 
gunny bags filled with chip dirt were next 
thrown in and sunk by long poles, a lot of 
straw next put in and then several loads of 
dirt. 

The material was expensive, but it saved 
the mill. I once heard of a break being 
temporarily repaired by a dozen bales of 
rags. The opening was ina frame dam and 
| had been caused by ice. The head of water 
was but ro feet, but the water threatened to 
carry away the apron and undermine the 
whole dam. The dam was on one side of a 
canal and opposite the 
break grew a tree 
nearly 3 feet in diam- 
eter, Several bales of 
rags were brought from 
a stock house nearby, 
also a lot of rope, last 
used as guys for a 
derrick. The proprie- 
tor was in considerable 
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come out of the stock 
house. A rope was 
made fast to a-bale of 
rags, then a turn taken 
around the big tree, 
and the bale allowed to 
float down the current 
into the breach. Just 
as it got there, the rope 
was made fast and an- 
other bale sent down, 
Ten bales thus anchored 
permitted straw, brush 
and dirt to stop the break until the water 
went down. 
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Sulphite Fibre and Rosin. 





A German manufacturer of sulphite 
fibre writes as follows : 

‘*In making cellulose by the soda or sul- 
phite process the object in boiling is to loosen 
the incrustating particles in the wood, rosin 
included, and to liberate the fibres. The 
rosin is dissolved both in the soda and sul- 
phite process, but in the former it is at the 
same time saponified, and is consequently 
very easily washed out. In the case of sul- 
phite fibre, however, the rosin attaches itself 
with its own adhesiveness to the fibres, but 
can also be removed by as hot washing as 

possible and adding a little hydrochloric 
acid, which produces a very great effect. At 
the same time, however, sulphite fibre loses 
in whiteness by thorough washing and as- 
sumes a reddish-gray shade. As the paper 
manufacturer insists upon white fibre the 
manufacturer of sulphite fibre not only often 
omits washing, but adds some sulphite solu- 
tion (bisulphite of lime). This not only 
enables him to give his customers white 
| fibre, but he also sells a quantity of the in- 
crustating particles and sulphite residuum as 
cellulose. 
| **So long as the manufacturer looks more to 


white than to well washed cellulose, or does | 
not wash it well before working up the fibre, 
Not | 


| these annoyances cannot be avoided. 
only this, but other disadvantages will be 
added in the course of time, as the action of 
the sulphurous acid in the pulp will have 
very injurious consequences on metals— 
especially iron—coming in contact with it. 
| This should be the. more avoided, as the 
| whiteness of the unwashed cellulose

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Profit Sharing in Paper Making.

A feature peculiar to the Laroche- 
Joubert establishment among French profit 
sharing firms, which reminds us of the 
English societies for co-operative distribu- 
tion, and which has been of great help to 
the society in bad times, is the dividend of 
12 per cent. to its customers, the retailers of 
paper. This dividend is payable in mer- 
chandise. As an example of its workings, 
in arecent year a dealer in stationery was 
paid a dividend of 1,200 frs., which was 
equal to a discount of 6 per cent. on his 
account. 

Of the influence on the personnel. Mr. 
Laroche-Joubert, the elder, wrote, in 1877: 
“ Participation in profits stimulates the zeal 
of the workmen, and attaches them, 
through self-interest, to the establishment 
and its prosperity. Moreover, it leads theth 
to watch each other in the execution of their 
work, and often prevents waste, After a 
long experience this system is recognized by 
the firm as preferable to every other.” The 

| testimony, in 1883, of Mr. Laroche-Joubert, 
the younger, who had been in the business 
over twenty years, was to the same effect: 
** Profits have increased in a high degree in 
prosperous times, or have maintained thém- 
selves in the present grave crises through 
which. @ur industry is passing, while so 
many other houses are losing money or 
failing. This result is due to the fact that, 
thanks to the stimulus of co-operation, we 
have never had a strike among our men, 
or any clashing of interests ; that, thanks to 
participation, the product of our works has 
increased ; the perfection of our products is 
greater ; our running expenses have dimin- 
ished; our losses are less considerable ; 
| finally, our personnel is much more stable, 
| so that we have a larger and larger aumber 
of families, all the members of whieh are 
| employed by the firm, parents, children and 
grandchildren. Without participation the 
zeal of our workmen would not have been 
sufficiently great for us to attempt the enter- 
prise, which has succeeded so well, of giving 
to our original industry, the simple manu- 
facture of paper, the great development 
which has come in the addition of the com- 
| plementary and important finishing indus- 
tries.” 
This Angouléme society has the strength 
of an institution slowly and patiently devel- 
| 





oped. Piece work and profit sharing have 
been so carefully elaborated that they have 
aided each other greatly. The resulting ad- 
vantageés have been such as might naturally 
be expected from a sagacious and kindly ap- 
plication of the two systems in combination. 
| The Laroche-Joubert workmen are firmly at- 

tached to the society, and whenever a 

vacancy occurs there are numerous applica- 

tions from workmen anxious to enter. 

“The solidarity created by participation 

causes all the men to superintend each 

other, a superintendence more careful than 
thatof the highest paid employee would be.” 

In delivering goods or material from one 
| branch to another the employees are exceed- 

ingly strict. They ask a receipt for every- 
| thing, and will not ‘‘throw in” five cen- 
times’ worth. 

The Laroche-Jouberts pay out in cash the 
whole amount of the profits divided. There 
| is no mutual aid society, as in the Maison 
Leclaire ; well organized associations of the 
| kind abound in Angouléme. No provision 

is made for an industrial school ; the works 

take children at twelve years of age and 

furnish them a 


practical apprenticeship. 


| The firm is jealous, however, to keep up the 


| general standard of education. It defrays 
the school expenses of all the children of its 
|} employees, who attend the primary schools, 
attendance being obligatory, and it supports 
| a school of its own for the hundred or more

So far as unexpected developments are 
concerned, the paper trade shows nothing of 
special interest this week. 

Reports from dealers differ a little in tone, 
some claiming to be doing a fair business, 
while others report trade dull. 

The same diversity of statement is met 
with from manufacturers, some being 
crowded with orders and others anxiously 
waiting for an order to turn up. And, 
strange as it may seem, it is the smaller 
mills which are looking for an outlet for 
their product. 

The paper stock market is very quiet and 
devoid of special features. 

Chemicals are unchanged in quotations, 
but the conditions of the market are more 
encouraging. Very little bleaching powder 
is pressing for sale, and the prices are 
firmer. A better demand for chemicals is 
looked for at an early day. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date include 836 casks of bleaching powders, 
450 drums of caustic soda, 291 casks, 2,140 
bags of soda ash, 72 casks of refined alkali 
and 140 barrels of soda crystals. 

Paper stock imports for the same time 
comprise a total of 9,698 bales, classed as 
follows: 7,247 bales of rags, 436 bales of 
manillas and 2,015 bales of miscellaneous 
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grades. The heavy imports of the week are 
accounted for by the fact that a sailing ves- 
sel from Hiogo arrived with 5,584 bales of 
rags, all of which is to the order of two Bos- 
ton paper manufacturers. 

There were also received 2,515 bales of 
wood pulp and 354 bales of sizing.

Paper Trade Reminiscences. 








[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL.] 





The first directory of the paper trade 
of the United States was published in 1864 
by W. A. Brewer, of New York, anda copy 
of the book is now in the possession of 
Theodore Conrow, of Conrow Brothers, it 
having been purchased by Ayers & Ames, 
the predecessors of his firm, for $50, which 
was the subscription price. The book, which 
is bound in boards, is entirely in manuscript, 
being written by Mr. Brewer. It consists of 
sixty-eight pages, each 14 inches wide by 
19% inches long. The pages are ruled in 
columns, the heading being printed in and 
running acruss the page as follows: ‘‘ Names 
of mills; Proprietors or agents; ToWn or 
city where located ; Description of paper 
manufactured ; Engines; Running time ; 
Cylinder machines ; Fourdrinier machines ; 
Investment or capital employed in lands, 
buildings, machinery, &c.; Value of annual 
product ; Number of hands employed.” 

The title of the book is ‘‘ Catalogue of Pa- 
per Manufacturers in the United States and 
Territories, Canada, &c., with the statistics 
of the mills completed from various sources.” 
The author and publisher's preface reads as 
follows : 

‘*A manuscript catalogue in the posses- 
sion of a manufacturer formed the basis of 
this. But the compiler has been enabled to 
correct and make additions to the address 
of mills in about seventy instances ; and by 
personal interview and correspondence with 
the proprietors of about three hundred mills, 
the statistics have been corrected or added 
to in about five hundred instances ; the col- 
umns denoting the investment in lands, 
buildings and machinery, and the value of 
annual product constitute an original fea- 
ture.

The Origin of Petroleum. 








An interesting contribution to the evi- 
dence of the animal origin of petroleum has 
recently been made by C, Engler. There 
are two theories concerning the origin of pe- 
trojeum ; the first, the so-called emanation 
theory, assumes petroleum to be generated 
by chemical decomposition of inorganic mat- 
ter, in the heated interior of the earth; ac- 
cording to the second theory, petroleum is 
formed by the decomposition of vegetable or 
animal matter. Several hypotheses have 
been suggested by different chemists in sup- 
port of the emanation theory, the most 
prominent being that of Mendelejeff, who 
thinks that water penetrating through crev- 
ices comes in contact with highly heated 
carburets of iron and other metals in the 
earth’s pyrosphere, forming metallic oxides 
and gaseous hydrocarbons, which condense 
to petroleum in the cooler portions of the 
earth’scrust. While it is true that Mendele- 
jeff and other chemists before him have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining mixtures of hydrocar- 
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weight of geological and paleontological 


evidence is as- 


against all theories which 
sume an inorganic source of petroleum, and 
points to marine animal life as the probable 
source, 

Recently Kramer and Bottger, in a study 
of the hydrocarbons contained crude 
petroleum, advanced the opinion that certain 


in 


of these hydrocarbons must have been 
formed by distillation of organic matter at 
comparatively low temperature and high 


pressure. Engler had at this time opportu- 
nity to use an apparatus designed for factory 
in which he could distill large quan- 
tities of liquid under a pressure of two at- 
Influenced by Kramer's sugges- 
tion, he distilled 1,000 pounds of menhaden 
oil at a temperature of 350° to 400° anda 
The distillate 
consisted of combustible gases, water and 600 
pounds of oil resembling crude petroleum in 
appearance and reactions. Of this oil 26 per 
cent. boiled below 150°, 58 per cent. between 
150° and 300°, 16 per cent. above 300°. 

The two higher boiling portions have not 
yet been examined. By fractional distilla- 
tion of the portion boiling below 150°, Eng- 
ler has thus far isolated pentane, hexane, 
heptane, octane and nonane of the paraffine 
series, and finds that hydrocarbons of the 
secondary series are also present; in short, 
this oil seems identical with that portion of 
crude petroleum boiling below 150°. As 
fish oil is a mixture of triglycerides, chiefly 
of oleic and stearic acids, Engler thought it 
of interest to distill chemically pure trigly- 
cerides of these acids, and the free acids 
under pressure. As apparatus he used 
thick glass tubes bent at an obtuse angle, in 
each of which he put 30 grams of substance, 
and sealed the tubes, placing them in a 
digester so that the empty ends hung down- 
ward outside the digester. After heating 
for four hours at 350° the tubes were cooled 
and opened to allow the escape of gases, 
then resealed and again heated. This treat- 
ment was continued till the reaction seemed 
finished. Triolein yielded a product of 
which 50 per cent. boiled below 150°, tris- 
tearin 60 per cent., oleic acid 60 per cent., 
stearic acid 60 per cent. Engler found that 
the triolein under proper conditions left no 
residue, but was entirely changed into gases, 
water and volatile oil. 

To explain the fact that crude petroleum 
contains only traces of nitrogen, Engler as- 
sumes that on the decomposition of the 
animal remains under long continued pres- 
sure the nitrogen escapes as ammonia, and

It 
will be seen that its application is not 
confined to the preparation of wood for 
the paper maker’s use alone, but that the 
machine can be utilized for cutting up 
dye woods, &c., preparatory to the final 
processes in which such material is to be 
treated.

WE have heard that the proposed Eng- 
lish paper making syndicate has been 
abandoned. Whether this is the result of 
a discovery that the undertaking is too 
big to promise success, or that the 
capacity of foreign mills to contest the 
market is too ample, we do not know; 
but either excuse will answer. One of 
our English contemporaries, whom we 
quote in this issue, thinks that there are 
“reasonable grounds for supposing the 
idea of a paper mill syndicate to be prac- 
tical,” but it immediately goes on to show 
that competition 1s possible, and the only 
inference to be drawn from such an 
organization is that it must make lower 
and not higher prices, and thereby defeat 
and not encourage competition from 
manufacturers in other countries. An- 
other London journal also points out the 
difficulties which stand in the way of a 
combination intended to advance prices. 
Altogether the odds Seem to be: against 
the promoters of the scheme for massing 
the greater portion if not all of the English 
mills imto a big combination. The results 
of the effort have heretofore been noted 
by us. English buyers have sent to this 
country for paper and other contracts 
are pending, reports this week showing 
that samples and quotations have gone 
forward to parties who have net hereto- 
fore sought our market. We certainly 
have not, nor have our manufacturers, 
any objection to the project, and, as a 
matter of curiosity, we would like to see 
the attempt to carry it out pushed vigor- 
ously. What might happen after such a 
syndicate was formed would also be of 
much interest. At present it is merely a 
matter of speculation. The experience 
might be made wholesome. 








REMINISCENCES of the paper trade are 
resumed in this issue and give a brief ac- 
count of the first directory of the Aqeri- 
can paper trade, Twenty-five years have 
elapsed since that was issued—in manu- 
script form—and _ the paper trade at large 
knew comparatively little about the ex- 
tent of the industry, while the public gen- 
erally was not informed. Mills have not 
increased to any great extent during 
the last quarter century, but the output 
The 
time has been well spent; improvement 
has followed upon improvement, and the 
art has probably seen its greatest devel- 
opment since the first trade directory 
made its appearance. The advance made 
in economy of manufacture and the 
cheapening of production has been very 
great. Although a statement of “war 
* is not a fair basis for comparison, 





several floors in a large manufactory in New 
York were deluged, considerable valuable 
stock being ruined. 


A few days later the Planet Mill in 
Brooklyn was burned up, involving a loss 
of more than $500,000, This mill was pro- 
vided with automatic sprinklers, and these 
didn’t go off even when aided by the ele- 
ment which was expected to let them loose, 
Now, what are we going to do about it? 


In this last instance the loss was nearly 
covered by insurance, the risk being taken 
almost wholly by New England mutual com- 
panies. These, I believe, cheerfully take 
risks in buildings provided with fire bedew- 
ing apparatus of this sort. 


Some years ago another large factory 
in Brooklyn was burned. It also was sup- 


plied with automatic sprinklers, bu® it was | 


then claimed that the water was not on 
The same claim was made at the time of the 
burning of the Chemical Paper Company’s 
mill at Holyoke. Always some excuse, isn’t 
there? 





In the case noted last week the dam- 
age was done by water and there was no 
fire ; in the others by fire and there was no 
water. If sprinklers do damage by letting 
the water out when there is no fire and 
keeping it in when there is a blaze, of wh&t 
use are they? They are costly to put in and 
costly when in. Oh, what's the use? Let 
the sprinkler reply. 


I hear that there has been a test of 
wood pulp grinders at Niagara Falls, and 
that some unexpected results—to some par- 
ties—were developed. Perhaps I may have 
something more to say about this later. 





Speaking of wood pulp calls to mind 
the growth of the wood pulp industry. 
This business is being very largely extend- 
ed. I know of parties who are looking into 
it who have never had anything to do with 
the trade, and the other day I heard of a 
hardware firm which is going to take THE 
JouRNAL and means to work into the busi- 
ness. The success of paper making seems 
to be attracting a good many people. 


Speaking of the alleged syndicate of 
paper manufacturers in England, an English 
gentleman, in a position to know all about 
it, says: ‘‘ Respecting the paper syndicate, 
it has, we believe, only been idle talk, andis 
now forgotten. Any such attempt would be 
only to favor foreign importation, notably 
from the Continent.” 


In the meantime, however, orders for 
sample lots continue to come from Eng- 
land to our manufacturers here, and it is 
probable that a very satisfactory business 
will be done in the way of shipping paper to 
our British cousins.

Obituary. 





D. H. CLuTcH.** 


D. H. Clutch, one of the most prominent 
paper manufacturers and business men of 
Franklin, Ohio, died on April 3. He was 
born on January 24, 1824, in Imleystown, 
N. J., his parents emigrating therefrom two 
years later, and settling in the Miami Val- 
ley. For years he had been prominently 
identified with many of the business in- 
terests of Franklin, being engaged in the 
manufacture of furniture, in flour milling, 
dealing in hardware, &c. In 1873, in con- 
nection with Hugh Death, he organized the 
Franklin Paper Company, whose mills have 
been running almost steady ever since. 

With a number of others he organized the 
Franklin Pottery Company some years later, 
which, unfortunately for those interested, 
failed, not from any lack of business but for 
want of foresight. While many who were 
interested felt utterly despondent, he, with 
his accustomed energy and determination, 
proceeded to organize the Eagle Paper Com- 
pany upon the ruins of the former Pottery 
Company, and the mills of this company are 
in successful operation to-day, under the 
management ot his son-in-law, D. B. Ander- 
son. For almost two years he was confined 
to his home with a lingering disease, and dur- 
ing that time bore his sufferings with Chris- 
tian patience and fortitude, until death came 
to his relief. He was a man of sterling char- 
acter, prompt, fearless, energetic, not given 
to many words in his business transactions ; 
but having once determined on a course of 
action was not to be turned aside except by 
convincing argument. None outside the 
circle of his family knew better the worth of 
his friendship than the writer of this me- 
morial. A good man has gone. Reguiescat 
in pace. H. 





ALBIN GUSTAVE PAPE, 

Albin Gustave Pape died on Wednesday 
morning at his residence, 56 Vernon avenue, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., of hemorrhage of the 
lungs. He was born April 17, 1844, in 
Dresden, Germany, where he secured a 
good business education and resided until 
his twenty-first birthday, when he came to 
this country, He obtained employment in 
the surface coated paper manufactory of 
Doty & McFarlan, and worked in a subor- 
dinate capacity until his ability, energy and 
activity advanced him to the position of 
superintendent. In 1880 he became a part- 
ner in the firm, which, a short time ago, on 
the death of Mr. F. McFarlan, took its pres- 
ent name of Doty, Scrimgeour & Pape. 

Mr. Pape was a man of public spirit and 
took an earnest interest in all questions of 
public policy, He was a member of the 
Liederkranz Society of New York, and until 
recently was treasurer of the Arion Society 
of Brooklyn, in whose service his zeal was 
untiring. He was for many years adjutant 
of the now disbanded Twenty-eighth Regi- 
ment, N. G. S. N. Y., and preved himself in 
this as in every other position he held a 
most efficient officer. Mr. Pape leaves a 
widow and a large circle of friends to mourn 
his premature death. The funeral services 
will be held at his late residence to-day 
(Saturday) at 2 P. M. 





A cable dispatch from Breslau, Germany, 
announces the death there on Monday, 
April 15, of Henry Dithmar, United States 
consul, in the sixty-sixth year of his age. 
Mr. Dithmar was born in Niederbrunn, 
Alsace, in 1824, but came to America with 
his parents early in his infancy.

of boys and girls employed in the works.

workwomen, so that provision is thus made 
for the care and education of children con- 
nected with the works between the ages of 
fifteen days and sixteen years. 

Mr. Laroche-Joubert was so desirous of 
respecting the entire of 
ployees in disposing of their earnings that 


freedom his em- 


he never instituted any pension or retiring 
fund to be supported in part by compulsory 


and he 


contributions from their dividend, 
left the encouragement of thrift to depend 
upon the inducements held out by the de- 
posit fund and the opportunity to become 
shareholders. Yet the firm never recognized 
that any individul workman had a legal or 
equitable claim to a share in the profits. 
The agreement was with the whole body of 
employees, and if any individual was ex- 


cluded from participation on account of bad 


behavior or poor work, his exclusion in- 
creased the amount going to the others. 
Mr. Edmond Laroche-Joubert died in 


1884, after more than forty years’ experience 
in business. He was lamented as a true 
‘* father of the people.” He had consciously 
aimed at ‘‘the moral and material amelio- 
ration” of his employees, and his conspicu- 
ous success in his industry gave him a 
right to feel that business fares all the better 
when some degree of humanity tempers it. 
Yet, like Mr. Leclaire, he always claimed 
that his course as a manager was dictated 
by a wise view of the interest of his firm. 
**The master must not think that he gives 
away a part of his profiis when he enters 
into co-operation with his men. Not at all. 
He has made a very good stroke of busi- 
mess; and of this fact we should seek to 
convince all employers.” 

In his place in the Chamber of Deputies, 
where he sat for some eighteen years as the 
representative of Angouléme, Mr. Laroche- 
Joubert often advocated the intervention of 
the state in forwarding participation. In 
this respect he did not carry with him the 
assent of other friends of the system, who 
have, more wisely, desired to leave partici- 
pation free to succeed on its own merits. 
But his ardent and generous spirit had the 
most complete faith in the method which 
had succeeded so well under his own hands. 
** Perfection is not of this world, it is true,” 
he said to the commission of 1883, ‘‘ but if 
there is one thing which approaches it, I 
believe that it is participation. It is the 
system which, to my mind, offers the fewest 
disadvantages.” This profession of faith 
derives its strength from the forty years’ 
experience that Mr. Laroche-Joubert had 
had of the method which he eulogized. He 
had twice before this callec the attention of 
the Chamber of Deputies to the contrast be- 
tween the system under which strikes occur 
with increasing frequency, and the system 
under which they are the rarest of phenom- 
ena. Apropos of the strike at the immense 
iron works at Creusot, in 1870, he desired to 
ask the Government what measures it in- 
tended to take to prevent the periodical re- 
turn of these destructive outbreaks. ‘‘ We 
must put an end to the motives which give 
them birth, We must come to comprehend 
that if intelligence and capital are indispen- 
sable to the conception, to the creation, to 
the organization, to the direction and opera- 
tion of every industrial enterprise, 
not the least necessary auxiliary. If, some 
day, we may arrive at the solution of this 
problem, which, to me, is not insoluble, by 
granting, in just and legitimate proportions, 
a part of the profits to intelligence, a part to 
capital, and a part to labor, we shall have 
putan end to the cause of strikes, and with 
the cause to the strikes themselves.” 

Twelve years later, when the strike at 
Bessegés was under discussion, he declared 
that the only effectual remedy was *‘ what I 
have always preached for more than twenty 
years, the development of co-operation and 
participation. * * * There are three 
elements which concur in the success of 
every enterprise—intelligence, which con- 
ceives, creates, directs ; capital, which is the 
nerve of all, and labor, without which one 
can do nothing. So long as there is not 
granted to these three elements, when 
profits are divided, a part proportioned to 
the service rendered by each, we may put 
down strikes, but we shall not prevent them 
from reappearing.” 

Mr. Edmond Laroche-Joubert conducted 
an estate, La Texandrie, on the system of 
profit sharing, for a number of years; on 
his death his heirs let the farm at a rent de- 
termined as a share on the profits.

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The English Paper Mill Syndi- 
cate. 


We believe that there are now reason- 
able grounds for supposing the idea of a 
paper mill syndicate to be practical. Dur- 
ing the third week of the passing montha 
meeting was held in this city for the pur- 
pose of arranging the purchase of certain 
paper mills now running on news and com- 
mon printings, and the capital required, 
namely, £2,000,000 sterling, is said to be 
ready as soon as arrangements are com- 
pleted. 

This is a most serious item for consider- 
ation by paper makers. There are distinct- 
ly two views to be taken of such a move, 
and we think it our duty to lay the case be- 
fore our readers in the different lights of 
each. Firstly, let us consider the syndicate 
formed. Paper makers will then find them- 
selves rid of the responsibility of keeping 
up their mills. They will be free of the | 
worry and anxiety which are ever present 
to. any manufacturer when markets are | 
against him. In place of sttidying with in- | 
finite accuracy the policy and general work- 
ing details of his competitors, the paper 
maker will have only to see that he pro- 
duces his papers at the least possible cost | 
and with every regard for economy all 
round. The worry of finding a market and | 
safe customers is departed, and he will 
doubtless feel, so far as he is concerned, an 
inestimable advantage in his freedom from | 
all the commercial details which he, in his | 
previous days, had to begin as soon as his | 
product was made. There can be no possi- 
bility of doubt about the caim and rest from | 
worry presented by this picture. We are | 


presuming now, of course, that the paper | 


maker, whose mill has gone over to the syn- 
dicate’s hands, is still interested in, to what- | 
ever extent, his former property and holds a | 
certain proportion of the purchase money of | 
his mill in syndicate stock. 
Several mills, maybe, are in the hands of | 
some wholesale stationer or other person who 
has a lien upon the property. In such cases 
here will be an opportunity to pay this off | 
and to return at once to a state of compara- | 
tive freedom, both as to pecuniary liability 
and the market for the mill produce. Other 
mills which have for the past few years felt 
the keen edge of adverse times may hail this | 
redemption from their commercial bondage 
and view the transfer of their property with 
a sense of relief. Having struggled vainly 
to earn a decent dividend and failed, they

So far as 
paper makers are concerned a syndicate 
working to raise prices would be extremely 
useful doubtless, and in spite of the induce- 
ment such a combination would offer to the 


| outsiders to cut prices so long as no break- 


neck competition resulted a syndicate would 
do good. This applies to our home trade. 

Another matter deserving attention is the 
policy of consumers. The buyers of news 
afe naturally newspaper and journal pro- 
prietors. 

These buyers are generally moneyed peo- 
ple of ample means, and, in fact, in many 
instances people of large fortune. Now, 
these buyers support the mills, and so long 


| as they can buy their commodity in a fair and 


proper merchantable manner they will con- 
tinue to be good customers. But if any syn- 
dicate arises and threatens these customers 
with a material advance, the latter may turn 
producers. In other words, what is to pre- 


| vent one or more newspapers from joining 


and building their own mill, and making 
Advances might be made 
to certain brown mills with the view of con- 
verting their output for a time into ordi- 
nary news. Lots of brown mills would not 
object to such a change, especially if a con- 
tract or agreement were entered into where- 
by they secured; say, a year’s constant work. 

Syndicates are already in existence, it is 


| true, but not so far as manufactured articles 


are concerned. The salt syndicate, as also 
the copper syndicate, depend upon nature for 
their existence. Nocopper mine and no salt 
works could be erected upon any spot which 
was not rich in a natural supply of these 
several materials.

Metal Inerusted Bricks. 


A new feature in building material con- 
sists in incrusting with metal bricks, blocks, 
flooring tiles, and other articles made from 
clays for use in the construction of build- 
ings, &c., the intention being to provide an 
effectual barrier to osmotic action incident to 
such articles when exposed to the weather 
on the outer walls of buildings and a wear- 
ing surface for the inner walls and floors of 
buildings to prevent the attrition incident to 
walls and the wearing incident to the floors, 
and to prevent them from being marred, 
worn or destroyed. The incrusting envelope 
or shell of pure metal is fused onto and into 
the body of the articles so firmly as to be- 
come an integral part of the clay bodies into 
which the metallic crusting or shell is in- 
grafted, so that in practice and in fact there 
are no distinguishable lines between the 
metallic crust and the clay body at the points 
of union between them, and it is asserted 
that no action incident to the use of such 
bricks, blocks or tiles—such as exposure to 
the weather, attrition or wear—can possibly 
disturb the point of union between the 
bodies so ingrafted, because the crust so 
provided presents as complete a weathering, 
attrition and wearing surface as the various 
metals themselves out of which the crust is 
made, and much harder than if such metals 
were used in the shape of bars, plates or 
blocks. 

In producing incrusted bricks, blocks, 
tiles, &c., any of the metals are used, either 
singly or in combination, for coating the 
blocks, selecting such of them as are best 
adapted for the purpose and uses to which 
they are applied—as, for instance, if it is 
intended to provide the outer walls of a 
building with the metallic coating to resist 
the action of the weather and to prevent the 
moisture from entering from without into 
the walls of the building or the salts from 
the mortar from penetrating the walls of 
the building from the inner walls to the 
outer surface thereof, the softer metals and 
those which present the greatest degree of 
ornamentation and are less liable to corro- 
sion are selected; and in like manner in 
providing a coating for the inside of the 
buildings metals more liable to corrosion, 
yet susceptible toa higher degree of orna- 
mentation, may be employed so, and,in coat- 
ing or incrusting the blocks or tiles for the 
floors of the building aluminum, which is 
well known to resist to the fullest extent at- 
trition by wear, such as the treading inci- 
dent to floors, the treads of stairs, &c., is 
chosen ; and although this metal is refrac- 
tory in the highest degree success is said to 
have been attained in incrusting with such 
metals as effectually and as practicably as 
with the less refractory metals. The other
